the speaker plunged, drawing out 
shoughts that gripped and held. 


“In a community of the character 
of Ponoka, an agricultural commun- 
ty your task is, perhaps, a little more 
omplex,” he went on to say. “To 
suild up a co-operative and under- 
standing spirit between rural and ur- 
‘an, that is your first obligation. The 
’armer must be made to realize that 
Ponoka, as his distributing point, is 
‘bsolutely essential to the life of the 
igricultural industry, and, in turn, 
she man in town must be made to 
‘now that agriculture is the basic in- 
lustry of Canada, the bone and sinew 
yf his community. The farmer is 
just as much a business man as the 
nan who stknds behind a counter in 
a store, and working together means 
the advancement of the cammon good 
—what helps one, helps all.” Honesty 
was given aa the quality essential to 
zuccess in business life, but, it was 
first necessary that a man be honest 
with’ the other fellow. 


“Business men can make or break 
a town, that only where the business 
nen are loyal, patriotic, public- 
spirited and progressive, realizing 
that business is something more than 
lollars and cents, can the future of 


the community be attained in the 
measure in which it should be at- 
tained. Confidence in yourself and 
taith in your fellow man was still 
the factor in happiness, and, after 
all, ‘the kickers never give and ihe 
zivers never kick.’ It was not a mat- 
ter as to what a business man could 
zet out of the Board of Trade, that 
was a selfish, self-centred mind, but 
‘ather should it be a quistion as to 
what the business man could put into 
the Board of Trade. He would get 
ut of it just exactly what he put in- 
to it, nothing more and nothing less, 
ind the same was true of citizenship 
‘n this land. A government could 
never be any worse than its people.”

M. T. Young, F.R.G.S., Toronio, euper 
initendent of development of the Cane 
dian National Railways, who was the 
speaker at a joint meeting of 
Hoard of Trade and the Young Men's 
| Board of Trade at Winnipeg. 

“The country north of the Hudson's 
Bay Une,” he declared, “especially 
along the height of land between the 
Nelson and the Churchill Rivers in. 
.the Sherritt Gordon-Flin Flon section 
‘and northeasterly toward Churchill is 
going to give Canadians another sur- 
prise in mining.” This, Mr. Young 
said from his 25 years experlences in 
mining, forestry amd settlement and 
/4s a result of a personal examination 
of the resources of the territory. 

Ore in the Manitoba properties war 
not as high a grade of copper, afford- 
ing as large a net return, as that of 
Rouyn, Quebec, he stated, yet measure- 
/ments and sampling showed that each 
of the properties had toduy ore values 
‘three times the total of the developed 
ore in the Rouyn area fn 1927, when 
one takes into consideration the faet 
that Rouyn traffle has justified the 43 
mile Canadian National branch line, 
sald Mr. Young, and that a second 
railway has been constructed and is 
now in operation into that camp.
